FRANK M'DOWELL 
PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Clearwater, Fla., May 14.—Frank 

McDowell, confessed slayer of his 
tw sisters and hig parents, Was ar- 
raigned in court here this afternoon 
and pleaded not guilty to two in- 
dietments charging him with the 
murder- of his mother and father. 
Circuit Judge McMillen set the date 
of his trial for June 9. 
McDowell confesses to having 
burned his two sisters in their home 
in Decatur, Ga., and a year later 
killed his parents by shooting them 
while they slept in their home in St. 
Petersburg, to which city they had 
removed. 

McDowell is in the county jail here 
and appears confident he will emerge 
fiom his predicament in some man- 
ner. He declared that when the jury 
is explained his condition they will 
know he ig not responsible for his 
acts. He still maintains that he 
was led by some unknown power to 


do the terrible murders. 


The 


slaving by Frank McDows 
ell of his parents and his sub- 
sequent confession that he had 
also killed his two sisters, Willama- 
eten and Marion, on exactly the same 
date a year ago, aroused great public 
indignation and commotion not only 
in Atlanta but throughout the south. 
McDowell, in statements to news- 
pepers, declared that he had been act- 
ueted in his crimes in a desire to ex- 
piate a “sin against the Holy Ghost 
which he had committed as a child,” 
and for which he claimed “only the 
blood of the anti-christ could atone.” 
Investigations into his previous 
life showed that as a boy he had been 
of a studious turn of mind and had 
sought little companionship. 

It was thought that his two sis- 
ters had remonstrated with him to 
begin a Christian life and that he 
had been incensed to such a degree 
over their words that he had soaked 
their bed in kerosene and applied a 
match to it after locking the doors 
and bolting the windows. 

Throughout the days which fol- 
lowed the seceod double murder of 
his parents, McDowell maintaned that 
mysterions voices had directed him 
in the planning and execution of his 
crimes,

Day Is Dawning, 
Court’s Decision 


Now that King Cotten is in danger 


of being replaced on the Georgia 
agricultural throne by Queen Diversi- 
fication, the Georgia court of appeals 
stated in a decision handed down 
Wednesday that the dog has about 
had his day in Georgia jurisprudence 
and it is time to consider the hen 
and the rooster. 

This comment came in a decision 
reversing verdict of a jury in Oconee 
county, which awarded $2 damages 
to J. A. Wilson, after E, P. John- 
ston had killed his setter dog. It 
was brought out at the trial that 
Johnston killed the dog after it had 
killed 48 white leghorn chickens be- 
longing to him. 

Wilson stated ‘the dog was given 
him by Ty Cobb, of baseball fame, 
and he valued it at $150, aside from 
the sentimental value. Johnston off- 
sét this claim by asking for judg- 
ment against Wilson of $48, for his 
chickens, which he valued at $1 each. 
The jury decided the dog was worth 
$50 and awarded Wilson $2 damages. 

The case was reversed by the ap- 
pellate court on the ground that the 
trial judge had erred in instructing 
the jury that Johnston had no right 
to kill the dog if it were worth more 
than the chickens. The higher court 
held that the effect of such a ruling 
would be that a man could not pro- 
tect his property, such as chickens, 
until after he had ascertained the 
value of the dog killing them. 

The court of appeals decision re- 
ferred to the fact that eulogies to 
the dog as “the friend of man” have 
been almost certain in all cases where 
dogs have been involved. But this 
time, they said, it is time to con- 
sider the hen, so valuable to the med- 
ern Georgia farmer and to the citi- 
zens who keep them for the eggs they 
lay.

The Nacoochee-Hiawassee associa- 
tion was organized on the first an- 
niversary of that expedition, the ob- 
jective of which was to open up the 
Georgia mountains to tourists and 
health and recreation seekers. 

Since that time—in just 12 months 
of active service—the association has 
accomplished wonderful results, and 
today a number of roads and high- 
ways have been built through these 
mountain sections, and others are in 
progress, or are scheduled for the 
near future. 

No similar association in America 
ever made a more enviable record for 
constructive service in so short a 
time, 

It is fitting, therefore, that the con- 
vention to be held in Hiawassee on 
June 2, should be attended by thou- 
sands of people from all sections of 
north Georgia.

EUBANKS EXPLAINS) 


HIS SOnOOL PLAN 


Failures in Atlanta public schools 
this year will cost the city $330,000 
in carrying pupils through the same 
work a second time next year, it was 
asserted Wednesday by Dr. R. 
Kubanks, Fourth ward school com- 
missioner, in announcing his deter- 
mination to obtain passage by the 
beard of education of his summer 
school proposal. 

“Probably 6,000 pupils will fail in 
one or more subjects during the June 
examinations,” the commissioner es- 
timated, “and if the city is required 
to carry these children through a ful 
years work for the second time at a 
cost of $55 each, it will put an im- 
mense and unnecessary expense on 
the school department. 

Can Make Up Deficiencies. 

“Every one of these children could 
make up the. subject in which he 
failed by one or two months in sum- 
mer school; would be ready to go on 
with his class next year, and not he 
subjected to the discouragement that 
is entailed by failure to pass, and 
could complete his course in the 
schools in one year’s time less than 
Ke could if he were compelled to start 
all over again in the same grade next 
year.” Dr. Eubanks said. ; 

The exact number of schools that 
would have to be kept open could not 
he determined on until the close of 
the present term, he said. Ten or 
fifteen located in different sections 
of the city prokablv would suffice, he 
said. and about 150 teachers could 
do the summer work. 

Introduces Two Measures. 

Dr. Eubanks wtroduced the sum- 
mer school proposal at the board 
meeting Tuesday with a companion 
measure providing for a “twelve 
months’ working year” for school 
teaches. If the twelve months’ year 
is adopted, enough teachers could be 
assigned to the summer work to do it 
without additional cost to the city or 
any undue burden on the _ teachers 
themselves, he asserted. More than 
1,000 teachers are employed in the 
publie schools. Not more than 150 
would be needed this summer, and 
for not more than two months’ work 
each, he estimated. Dr. Eubanks’ 
proposed rule provides that teachers 
be assigned to summer work in rota- 
tion, no one serving twice in succes- 
sien, so that no one teacher would 
have to. give summer school instrue- 
tion more than one summer out of 
seven, the author of the plan de- 
clared. 

“Attendance at summer school 
would not be compulsory on the pu- 
pils, but I don’t believe any pupil or 
parent would forego an opportunity 
to save an entire year’s time through 
one or two montlis’ summer work,” 
he said.

They constitute a 
book of miracles,

NEW FARM RELIEF 
BILL INTRODUCED 


Washington,. May 14.—A new farm 


‘relief bill, providing for the creation 


, 'of agricultural associations with power 


to lend money on farm products, limit 
production and market commodities, 
was presented today by Senator Smith, 


-idemocrat, South Carolina. 


‘Lhe bill was drawn, its proponents 
said, with the idea of providing a cem- 
promise upon which the whole strength 
of the farm bloc in the senate could 
be centered. 


Under the bill, associations would 
be organized to handle the principal 
farm commodities. This arrangement 
is designed to simplify the problem by 
overcoming prejudices between pro- 
ducers of various crops. 

Loans limited to two years would 
be made through the federal reserve 
banks not to exceed 75 per cent of the 
value of the commodity, and the as- 
sociations would be empowered to 
limit production of any crop produced 
by a farmer member of the associa- 
tion. The products would be eold 
either domestically, or to the export 
trade. : 

Each association would elect its oWn 
directors and the expenses of operation 
would be raised through a commisstou 
charged the members. e govern: 
ment would not be required to make 
any appropriation and the bill's sup- 
porters contend the governments 
loans, made at the usual interest
